Rain doesn't stop remembrance 

A heavy rain storm did not stop a ceremony in Ottawa yesterday to 
commemorate the 65th anniversary of the Victory in the Far East (VJ Day) and the 
end of the Second World War. The ceremony was moved indoors. Asia also 
paused yesterday to remember Japan’s surrender to the Allied forces, which end¬ 
ed the war 65 years ago, as the Japanese prime minister apologized for wreaking 
suffering on the region and the South Korean president said Tokyo’s remorse was 
a step in the right direction. 


Sri lankans fleeing lasting conflict 


The story of nearly 500 
Tamil migrants who arrived 
in Canada last week begins 
decades ago in their home 
country of Sri Lanka, where 
separatist Tamil Tiger 
rebels waged a bloody cam¬ 
paign of terrorism and civil 
war that lasted for 26 years. 

Allegations of abuse and 
war crimes have tarred 
both sides of the conflict, 
and experts say even the 
end of the civil war last year 
has failed to calm tensions 
in the country, particularly 
for the ethnic Tamils whose 
lives have been consumed 
by fighting for a quarter- 
century. 


The men, women and 
children aboard the MV Sun 
Sea, which arrived in B.C. 
near Victoria last Friday af¬ 
ter sailing towards Canada's 
West Coast for months, are 
expected to make refugee 
claims arguing the violence 
in Sri Lanka makes it too 
dangerous to return home. 

In their fight for an inde¬ 
pendent state called Eelam, 
the Tigers resorted to assas¬ 
sinations, suicide bombings 
and the use of child sol¬ 
diers, often targeting other 
ethnic Tamils, including 
Tamil politicians who were 
sympathetic to the Sri 
Lankan government. 



The group has been la¬ 
belled a terrorist group in 
various parts of the world, 
including Canada. 

Ottawa claims some of 
the migrants aboard the 
Sun Sea are themselves 
members of the Tamil 
Tigers. 

On the other side is a 
government that itself has 
been accused of war crimes, 
especially in the dying days 
of the conflict, for targeting 
areas where the Tigers had 
trapped civilians and for 
keeping hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of Tamils in govern¬ 
ment-controlled refugee 
camps.

India may ask Google and Skype for greater access to encrypted information 
once it resolves security concerns with BlackBerry, which is under threat of a 
ban, according to a government document.

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TROUBLING PATTERN OR COINCIDENCE? 



I accept the argument. 

T hose involved in the 
recent decision to 
provide a group of — 
white — residents in 
Lake Major with keys 
to an old logging 
road so they could avoid having 
to travel an extra 5.5 kilometres 
through the — black — commu¬ 
nity of North Preston were pro¬ 
viding a small but reasonable 
favour to those most 
inconvenienced by a local 
bridge construction project. 

When they — the 
landowners who provided the 
keys, Coun. David Hendsbee 
who facilitated the 
arrangement, municipal 
bureaucrats who blessed it — 
came up with this favour, they 
weren’t thinking about the race 
of those involved, or about how 


those who weren’t given keys 
might regard this favour. 

I accept that. 

Just as I am pre¬ 
pared to believe a

O NBC journalist asks Dina Lohan 
the tough questions O Her first 
interview since daughter’s jail stint 


Matt Lauer is now reported¬ 
ly the highest paid person 
in television news, and in 
Friday’s Today show inter¬ 
view with actress Lindsay 
Lohan’s mother, he showed 
why NBC considers him so 
valuable. 

In the two-part conversa¬ 
tion with Dina Lohan, 
Lauer refused to be 
knocked off stride when he 
was insulted, had his facts 
questioned and queries de¬ 
flected — emerging with a 
portrait his subject surely 
regretted later.

Lohan responded to 
Lauer’s first question, as 
well as the second, third and 
fourth, by lashing out at the 
judge in the case. She said 
the judge played hardball 
with her daughter. 

“You don’t think she de¬ 
served time in jail?” Lauer 
asked. He shrugged it off 
when she said no and kept 
up her attack on the judge. 


He asked her to respond, 
without hectoring or false 
friendliness, to something 
on the minds of viewers sit¬ 
ting in judgment. 

“A lot of people out 
there, Dina, think that at 
some point Lindsay had 
this coming to her, that it 
was probably even a good 


thing to get her behind 
bars for a slightly longer 
time than it was for the 
first time and it would be 
for her own good,” he said. 

Lohan replied that it was 
“all propaganda,” then 
threw in an insult, saying 
that it was something that 
Lauer, “in the business of 


entertainment,” should 
know. 

She then questioned his 
facts. After Lauer noted that 
her daughter had been in 
rehab four times, she inter¬ 
rupted to say it was really 
twice. Again, Lauer deflect¬ 
ed her to stay with his cen¬ 
tral point: “Clearly, rehab 


the first time did not work,” 
he said. 

An hour later, Lauer re¬ 
turned to the point of how 
many rehab visits Lindsay 
had been made, rattling off 
the names of four facilities. 
Dina said this time it had 
been three.

After she served only a 
fraction of her 90-day jail 
sentence, it looks like 
Lindsay Lohan won’t be in 
rehab for the full 90 days 
ordered by the court, ei¬ 
ther. 

“My understanding 
from conversations with

“My prediction is that 
Lindsay will get out of re¬ 


hab early, probably still be 
on some kind of prescrip¬ 
tion drugs, she’ll go right 
back to work and go back 
to hanging out with the 
same people and every¬ 
thing will once again fall 
apart,” Michael Lohan tells 
the Web site. 

“And this will only have 
been a band-aid.” 

Lohan checked into the 
rehab center on Aug. 2, af¬ 
ter serving 13 days of a 
three-month sentence in 
Los Angeles county jail. 

The judge in her case, 
Marsha Revel, ordered a 
last-minute switch to an 
UCLA rehab facility for 
what were described, at 
the time, as security rea¬ 
sons.

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Poultry, beef, 
greens top for 
food poisoning 


SAFETY Cooking chicken 
on the grill this summer? 
Be careful. Poultry is still 
the leading culprit in 
food poisoning 
outbreaks, U.S. health of¬ 
ficials said recently. 

Chicken, turkey and 
other poultiy accounted 
for 17 per cent of the 
food-borne illness 
outbreaks reported to 
the government. Beef 
and leafy vegetables 
were close behind, at 16 
per cent and 14 per cent. 

The report from the 
Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention cov¬ 
ers outbreaks in 2007. 
Poultry was also the No. 

1 source of outbreaks in 
2006. 

Salmonella and other 
kinds of bacteria caused 
about half of the 
outbreaks, the CDC said. 
Viruses — like norovirus 
— caused about 40 per 
cent, mushroom toxin or 
other chemical agents 
were blamed for seven 
per cent. Parasites 
accounted for one per 
cent. 

Several things can 
cause an outbreak. For 
example, an infected per¬ 
son might contaminate 
the food while handling 
it. A contaminated food 
may be left out a room 


temperature for hours, 
allowing bacteria to mul¬ 
tiply. It may not be 
cooked enough to kill 
the bacteria. 

The CCD counted 
more than 21,000 illness¬ 
es in about 1,100 
outbreaks in 48 states 
and Puerto Rico. There 
were 18 deaths from 
food poisoning. 

It's far from a 
complete picture, howev¬ 
er. Experts estimates that 
only about five per cent 
of people who get food 
poisoning are part of a 
recognized outbreak, 
which is a cluster of two 
or more cases. 

“It’s just the tip of the 
iceberg,” said Michael 
Doyle, head of the 
University of Georgia’s 
food safety centre. 

An estimated 87 mil¬ 
lion cases of food-borne 
illness occur in the Unit¬ 
ed States each year, 
including 371,000 hospi¬ 
talizations and 5,700 
deaths, according to an 
Associated Press calcula¬ 
tion that combines a 
CDC formula with recent 
population estimates. 
Health Canada estimates 
11 to 13 million Canadi¬ 
ans suffer each year from 
food-borne illnesses.

O Great news — illegal logging has fallen 20 per cent 
globally, and up to 75 per cent in Brazil and Indonesia 


Illegal logging has fallen by 
22 per cent globally, and up 
to 75 per cent in the Brazil¬ 
ian Amazon and Indonesia. 
This good news was pre¬ 
sented in a report by UK 
think tank Chatham House 
last month. 

“Up to a billion of the 
world’s poorest people are 
dependent on forests, and 
reductions in illegal logging 
are helping to protect their 
livelihoods,” said Sam Law- 
son, Chatham House Asso¬ 
ciate Fellow and lead 
author of the report. 

The world’s forests also 


play a vital part in storing 
carbon and as habitat for 
half of all terrestrial flora 
and fauna. Illegal logging is 
a serious threat not only to 
the forests’ inhabitants but 
also fuels C0 2 emissions, 
corruption and conflict. 

The study credits politi¬ 
cal pressure from NGOs 
and improvement in regu¬ 
lations and practices by the 
industry for the positive de¬ 
velopment. However, a lot 
more needs to be done. 

The U.S. Lacey Act and 
the EU’s recent decision to 
ban imports of illegal tim- 


their species, length and di¬ 
ameter are documented.

“Most of the logging is 
done by traders who mix 
logs that are legally logged 
with those that are illegal.

respiratoiy toxin. Check 
your local health food 
store for herbal repellents 
containing essential oils 
like citronella, cedar, euca¬ 
lyptus, lemongrass, or pep¬ 
permint which are 
mosquito deterrents. They 
are safe for use on children 
but not on babes under 
two. 

Whether you’re out 
camping or just lounging 
in the backyard, try these 
simple tips: 

• Switch to unscented 
personal care products like 
soaps, lotions and 
shampoos since 


mosquitoes love fragrance. 
Switch to unscented laun¬ 
dry soap too. 

• Wear light-coloured, 
long sleeved shirts, long 
pants and socks. Tuck your 
kid’s pants into their socks 
for extra protection. 

• Refresh any bird baths 
or pet dishes kept outdoors 
because stagnant, standing 
water can become a mos¬ 
quito nursery overnight. 

• Fill, cover or remove 
any items in your backyard 
that may collect water - 
empty planters, kids’ toys, 
wheelbarrows, garbage can 
lids, etc. 

• Keep your gutters 
clean to help rainwater 


flow freely. 

• If you have low spots 
or areas that puddle in 
your yard, fill them with 
soil, gravel or rocks. 

• Cut your grass to about 
three inches tall. 

• Install birdhouses or 
feeders to attract wild 
birds like swallows and 
martins, which feast on 
mosquitoes. 

If you must use DEET, 


use it sparingly. Read the 
label carefully, follow the 
instructions, and do not 
use concentrations greater 
than 30 per cent for adults 
and 10 per cent for kids. 
Lower concentrations are 
as effective; they just don’t 
last as long. Never put 
DEET on children under 
six months old and never 
rinse DEET off into oceans, 
lakes or rivers.

It used to be that Fair Trade 
products were only avail¬ 
able in small shops and 
health-food stores.

TransFair Canada, a na¬ 
tional, nonprofit Fair Trade 
certification organization, 
has a wealth of informa¬ 
tion and ideas. In the past 
three years, they have rec¬ 
ognized 14 Canadian 
towns (including Barrie) as 
Fair Trade Towns for their 
commitment to supporting 
the principles of Fair Trade 
and are looking for more 
cities to join the cause. 
They also offer free promo¬ 
tional materials to support 
vendors and Fair Trade pro¬ 
motional activities. And 
they even have a handy 


Fair Trade Finder that al¬ 
lows you to find vendors by 
address and by product all 
over Canada. 

But you might already 
be helping the Fair Trade 
cause without even know¬ 
ing it. Many cafes have al¬ 
ready begun serving Fair 
Trade coffee and tea. Super¬ 
markets are stocking Fair 
Trade items like cocoa and 
sugar. And even main¬ 


stream snack foods are get¬ 
ting in on the action (Cad¬ 
bury has committed to 
producing their original 
Cadbury Dairy Milk choco¬ 
late with Fair Trade certi¬ 
fied cocoa). To see if a 
product meets Fair Trade 
standards, just look for the 
“Fair Trade Certified” label.

In developed countries, 
many producers for staples 
such as cocoa, coffee, and 
sugar receive subsidies and 
incentives to protect them 
in the event of fluctuating 
market conditions and 
other unforeseen circum¬ 
stances that may prevent 
them from making a live¬ 
able wage. Not so in devel¬ 
oping countries. 

Fair Trade not only en¬ 
sures that there is a mini¬ 
mum price set for goods 
that enables producers to 
cover their costs and take 
care of their families, but 
it also requires that hired 
workers’ wages for produc¬ 
ers are at least equal to the 
national minimum wage 
and that labour conditions 
are fair and safe. And out¬ 
side of the Fair Trade mini¬ 
mum, a premium is placed 
on prices that creates a 
fund that allows workers 
and farmers to improve 
their community through 
social, economic, and med¬ 
ical intiatives. 

Fair Trade also helps the 
environment, too. Agree¬ 
ments with producers re¬ 


quire that water and ener¬ 
gy conservation, fire pre¬ 
vention, and waste 
management standards 
are put in place and strict¬ 
ly adhered to. As well, 
many Fair Trade producers 
are using skills in com¬ 
posting and chemical re¬ 
duction to transition to 
fully organic processes. So 
the more Fair Trade prod¬ 
ucts are sold, the more 
families are provided with 
improved living condi¬ 
tions—and the more green 
our earth will become!

M ost graduates, 
having chucked 
their mortar¬ 
boards to the 
sky, venture forth from 
university to pursue pro¬ 
fessions long from those 
their parents practiced. 

But with the unemploy¬ 
ment rate hovering in the 
clouds, more and more 
graduates are falling clos¬ 
er to the family tree, land¬ 
ing a spot in that 
parent-run storefront as 
old and venerated as your 
great-granddaddy’s da¬ 
guerreotype on the man¬ 
telpiece. 

Go through 
the motions 

Be skeptical, Poza 
stresses, about any po¬ 
sition where you call a 
relative boss. Be even 
leerier if you won't re¬ 
port to any boss at all. 
"Make sure there's a re¬ 
al job available," Spec- 
tor agrees. “You would 
probably even want to 
have an interview, and 
go through the same 
process that anyone 
else would go through." 


“There is evidence that 
more young people are 
doing the unexpected,” 
says Professor Ernesto 
Poza, who wrote the Fami¬ 
ly Business textbook. 
“They’ve gone to school 
precisely to open their 
own trail, and then they 
realize that doing that in 
this economy is not as 
easy as it once was.

The problem, Poza 
warns, is that youngsters 
who fall back into a com¬ 
pany of kin are too likely 
to recline — and treat the 
position like some cushy 
heirloom in an office 
where results don’t count 
as much as chromosomes. 

Which is why career 
guides encourage family 
biz-bound graduates to 
take a warm up lap in that 
thankless, brutal job mar¬ 
ket that lurks beyond the 
property line. 

"Work an outside job 
for long enough to receive 
a promotion," Family 
Business Magazine editor 


Barbara Spector encour¬ 
ages. “You’ll earn credibil¬ 
ity with non-family 
employees, and come in 
with the feeling that 
you’ve accomplished 
something on your own.” 

You may even find your 
place in the company dy¬ 
nasty — the talents, pas¬ 
sions, and bright ideas 
you bring to the tribe. 

“Otherwise, the risk is 
never knowing what 
you’re truly good at,” Poza 
says. 

New hires plucked 
from the family tree need 
to feel like their recruit¬ 
ment was merited, not in¬ 
herited, Poza notes. “If 
you’re going into the fam¬ 
ily business because of a 
sense of cultural or family 
duty, owning that deci¬ 
sion is next to impossi¬ 
ble," he warns. “Your best 
bet is going to be a heroic 
act in which you bring the 
family business back from 
the brink.” Definitely, 
there’s enough family 
businesses nearing that 
brink: Small businesses in 


every corner could use a 
golden child with a prena¬ 
tal gift for management. 

But if your fam’s fran¬ 
chise doesn’t qualify — 


and if your enticed by the 
employment, it likely 
doesn’t — then consider 
enlisting one cautious 
contract at a time. 


“Join on a project-by- 
project basis,” suggests 
Poza. “Most young people 
come out of school with a 
real mind for projects."

On the 40th anniversaiy of 
the Official Languages Act, 
host Stuart McLean of CBC 
Radio l’s Vinyl Cafe decid¬ 
ed to pay public tribute to 
the federal legislators of 40 
years ago. 

Remembering the con¬ 
troversy surrounding the 
Act, and other equally con¬ 
tentious pieces of legisla¬ 
tion such as the adoption of 
a new Canadian flag or the 
abolition of the death 
penalty, McLean told his au¬ 
dience: “It was the courage 
of those Parliaments and 
the politicians who were in 
the House at that time that 
gave me my great respect 
for the idea of public serv¬ 
ice and for those who put 
themselves forward for 
public service.” 

“It was something I feel,” 
says McLean of his broad¬ 
cast piece, “it should be 
said more often. Public 
service people who take a 
stand for something are not 
given enough respect. 
We’ve been so well served 
by our public service.” 

“I remember the anger 
in English Canada against 
official bilingualism in 
Canada,” he says of the po¬ 
litical and legislative de¬ 
bates of the late 1960s.” 

In McLean’s 1992 book 
about small town Canada, 
Welcome Home, English 
and French Canada don’t al¬ 
ways seem to know much 
about each other. One ex¬ 
ample is the Quebecer who

has never heard of French 
Immersion. I ask McLean, 
who travels across Canada 
for the Vinyl Cafe: Have 
things improved since 
then? 

“I suspect that Canadi¬ 
ans are more tolerant, 
more accepting of each oth¬ 
er,” he replies, “but it’s time 
for us to go the next step.” 
As he put it in his broad¬ 
cast, “we haven’t been suc¬ 
cessful with our sense of 
each other. We have been 
tolerant and ... accommo¬ 
dating too, but we haven’t 
said that they are also us. 
We haven’t embraced the 
most fundamental truth 
about us: that they are us, 
and we are them.” It’s the 
old Martin Buber idea, “I 
am thou,” he tells me. 

McLean grew up in the 
very English-speaking sub¬ 
urb of West Montreal. 

“I learned the basics of

French at school, but it’s 
when I spent the summer 
working on a construction 
site where I was the only 
“Anglo” within 50 miles 
that, for the first time ... I 
understood what it meant 
to communicate in another 
language.” 

Looking back on that ex¬ 
perience, he says: “I think I 
learned not to be shy — I 
could make errors, be inar¬ 
ticulate. I learned that I 
could communicate with 
my high school French.” 

As an artist who works 
exclusively in English, 
McLean realizes that his 
“work requires a Francoph¬ 
one to make the leap into 
English,” even if the Vinyl 
Cafe has presented Fran¬ 


cophone performers like 3 
gars su’l sofa, Les Batinses, 
Pierre Lapointe, Ariane 
Moffatt, Daniel Grenier, 
and Amelie Lefebvre to en¬ 
thusiastic audiences across 
the countiy. As a citizen, 
McLean feels that one 
should be reading Quebec 
literature, listening to their 
music and watching their 
films. “I listen to a fair bit of 
Quebec music,” he says. 

“The last thing I listened 
to was probably my all-time 
favourite Quebecois CD 
from the 1970s, Harmoni¬ 
um’s magnificent Si on 
avait besoin d’une 
cinquieme saison.

Andy Murray described his 
stay in Toronto as “one of 
the best weeks I've had,” 
when it would have been 
just as accurate to describe 
his run at the Rogers Cup as 
one of the best weeks any¬ 
one could have on the ATP 
World Tour. 

The 23-year-old from 
Scotland beat the top- 
ranked player in the world 
on Saturday, and he fol¬ 
lowed it with a win over No.
